The half hour address from the Oval 
Office will be carried live by all 
national radio and television networks 
The speech and statement comprise 
Nixon s first comprehensive response 
since 
May 
22 
to 
the 
stream 
of 
allegations flowing from what ranks as 
one of the greatest political scandals in 
the nation s history. 
Confronted by opinion polls showing 
public confidence in his administration 
and him personally at all time lows, the 
President will seek in the television 


address to rally public support for his 
second term foreign and domestic 
goals. 
White House officials, who contend 
the American people are “ ready to turn 
the corner” on W a te rg ate , 
said 
tonight's response will be followed in 
the 
days 
ahead 
by 
other 
public 
speeches and news conferences. 
The first will come on Monday in 
New Orleans, where the President is to 
address the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
national convention. Next will come a 
news conference in California, where 
Nixon is to spend the last two weeks of 
the month. 
While most of his aides declined to 
discuss specifics of tonight’s speech, 
they indicated the President would 
deny ad vance know ledge of the 
bugging of Democratic National Head­ 
quarters and of the subsequent cover­ 
up. while candidly conceding he should 
have paid more heed to allegations that 


White House and re-election committee 
officials were involved. 
The President reportedly was ready 
to place a large share of the blame on 
tired White House counsel John W. 
Dean III. Until the early months of this 


year. Nixon sought to cope with the 
spreading allegations of scandal by. 
citing an investigation he said Dean 
conducted showing no White House in­ 
volvement. 
Dean, who said he never made the 


investigation Nixon cited, was a

witness 
in

televised 
Senate Watergate committee hearings. 
In addition to the bugging and cover­ 
up. Nixon is reported ready to respond 
to other spinoff questions- such as the 


burglary of Pentagon papers defendant 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist's office. 
Hut aides indicated the bulk of the 
televised address will be devoted to an 
effort to rekindle public confidence in 
the President and his administration.

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) — 
Two U.S. Air Force F ills, glinting 
silver in the bright sunlight, roared low 
over Phnom Penh at 10.45 a m. today to 
signal the end of the American bom­ 
bing of Cambodia. 
The two swept-wing jets, on their 


way back to their bases in Thailand, 
were followed by an OVlO forward air 
control plane blow ing a trail of blue and 
white smoke as a last gesture of 
farewell to nine years of American air 
attacks in Indochina. 
The OVlO did a slow barrel roll, and 


the bombing halt was in effect 15 
minutes before the deadline set by the 
U. S. Congress. 
Crowds in the streets paused briefly 
to watch the planes, but the bustle of

quickly

WASHINGTON (AP) — Nearly three 
months ago President Nixon pledged 
“ to set forth the facts” about the 
W atergate scandal as additional 
questions were raised.

rapidity. Tonight the President makes 
his latest public statem ent—the eighth 
in a series that began at a news con­ 
ference Aug. 29. 1972, when Watergate 
was two months old. 
He said then that John W. Dean III, 
the White House counsel, had con­ 
ducted a complete investigation and 
added this this oft-quoted statement: 
“ I can say categorically that his 
investigation indicates no one in the 
White House staff, no one in this ad­ 
ministration presently employed, was 
involved in this very bizarre incident.” 
As an early star witness in the Senate 
Watergate hearings, now in recess, 
Dean said he hadn t m ade any in­ 
vestigation. "I would have been the last 
to say unequivocally, as the President 
so stated, that no one presently em ­ 
ployed at the White House had any 
advance knowledge of the m atter,” he 
testified.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Grants 
totalling $57,471 have been awarded to 
the Ohio Department of Health to 
implement a program to provide water 
fluoridation equipment to Appalachian 
communities, it was announced today. 
Dr. John W. Cashman, director of the 
health department, said the goal is to 
provide the necessary equipment to 
provide fluoride for 29 water supplies, 
serving 1(X),OOO persons. 
The purpose is to attack the problem 
of dental decay among children in 
Appalachian Ohio. 
He said a survey showed 87 per cent 
of the second graders in the region had 
dental problems, compared with 41 per 
cent in cities with fluoridated water 
supplies.

Nixon had held two other news con­ 
ferences between the June 17 break-in 
at Democratic party headquarters and 
his statement of Aug. 29. At neither was 
he asked about Watergate. 
The question arose, however, Oct. 5, 
1972, when a reporter asked whether 
the administration and 
the public 
would be served “ if you people would 
come through and make a clean breast 
about what you were trying to get done 
at the W atergate?” 
The President noted the investigation 
conducted by the FBI involved 133 
agents, 1,800 leads and 1,500 interviews 
and said he agreed with the effort 
because “ I wanted to make sure that no 
member of the White House staff and 
no man or woman in a position of major 
responsibility in the Committee for the 
Re-election had anything to do with this 
kind of reprehensible activity.”

March 2, spoke again of Dean’s in­ 
vestigation 
and 
noninvolvement of 
White House personnel at the time of 
Watergate. He promised cooperation 
with the S enate co m m itte e, then 
gearing up, but said “ no president 
could ever agree to allow the counsel to 
the president (Dean) to go down and 
testify before a committee.” 
By mid-March, L. Patrick Gray III 
was deeply involved in confirmation 
hearings to be permanent FBI director, 
and the Senate asked that Dean testify. 
On March 12, Nixon issued guidelines 
on executive privilege and two days 
later Dean w rote the co m m itte e 
declining to appear under those guide­ 
lines. 
Nixon led off his March 15 news 
conference by announcing the opening 
of a U.S. liaison office in Peking, but 
the first question concerned his refusal 
to let Dean testify. Nixon reportedly 
was disturbed that his Peking an­ 
nouncem ent was re le g a te d to a 
secondary role.

Beef ceiling skirmish due

Another skirmish in the battle of the 
beef ceiling was due today as a federal 
Agnew offers prosecutors 
access to personal records 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Saying “ I 
have nothing to hide,” Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew has offered federal 
prosecutors access to his personal 
records in a probe of kickbacks and po­ 
litical corruption in Maryland. 
Agnew carefully m ade a distinction 
between his personal papers and the 
official records of the vice president, 
apparently to avoid comparisons be­ 
tween 
his 
decision 
and 
President 
Nixon’s refusal to turn over White 
House documents to prosecutors in the 
Watergate affair. 
“ You understand that, by making 
these records available to you, I do not 
acknowledge that you or any grand 
jury have any right to records of the 
vice president,” Agnew said in a letter 
Tuesday to U.S. Atty. George Beall in 
Baltimore. 
“ Nor do I acknowledge the propriety 
of any grand jury investigation of 
possible wrongdoing on the part of the 
vice president so long as he occupies 
that office. These are difficult con­ 
stitutional questions which need not at 
this moment be confronted.” 
Agnew also said he would be happy to 
meet with the prosecutors to answer 
any questions. His records, while they 
would be 
made available 
for 
in­ 


spection, were not to be removed from 
his office, he said. 
The vice president said his staff has 
been instructed to give Beall and his 
assistants the fullest cooperation and, 
if necessary, to make copies of any of 
the records. He said these copies can be 
compared with the originals to verify 
their accuracy. 
There was no indication when agents 
from Beall’s office would arrive to 
examine the records. 
Beall asked Agnew last week to 
voluntarily turn over his financial and 
tax records dating back to 1967 for 
examination 
in connection 
with 
a 
federal grand jury investigation of 
possible violations of tax, bribery, ex­ 
tortion and conspiracy laws. 
Testimony related to Agnew in the 
investigation 
is ex p ected 
to 
be 
presented to the grand jury later this 
week or early next week.

The latest suit, pending before U.S. 
District Court Judge Louis Bechtle, 
was brought by Salsburg’s Meats of 
Shillington, Pa. 
Harvan Nathan, president of the 
discount store operation, asked the 
judge to declare the freeze on beef 
unconstitutional as a “deprivation of 
property without due process of law.” 
Nathan, who said his firm does an 
annual business of $1.5 million, said he 
had lost more than $21,(HH) since July I. 
“ We are buying live cattle on the open 
market at prices well in excess of the 
allowable retail price for m eat,” he 
said. 
Similar pleas for injunctions against 
enforcement of the ceiling have been 
rejected by federal judges in San 
Francisco, Seattle, Wash., and Lincoln, 
Neb. 
Wholesale and retail beef prices 
remain under a ceiling until Sept, 12. 
Other foods were freed from most 
controls on July 18 and the freeze on 
prices of nonfood items began to thaw 
Monday when Phase Four took effect. 
The 
governors 
of 
M ontana, 
Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, Idaho and 
New Mexico asked President Nixon on 
Tuesday to lift the beef ceiling. 
They said prices of poultry, pork and 
lamb are rising at an excessive rate as 
a result of a beef shortage and added: 
“ Present distortions in this region 
include severe reduction in activity in 
cattle raising and feed lot operations 
and the shutdown or reduction in the 


number of processing and packing 
plants...” Agriculture Secretary Earl 
L Butz says there is no real danger of a 
food shortage. He told a news con­ 
ference in Madison, Wis., on Tuesday 
that “ we always have a year’s reserve 
of beef on the hoof in this country.” He 
also said that Americans consume only 
a fraction of the corn, soybeans and 
wheat the nation produces. 
No matter what the reason, there 
was no beef on the counter in many 
areas.

On 
Tuesday, it was only about five feet 
long. Filling up the rest of the space 
were cheeses, pickles, seafood and 
salads. 
Wheat prices rose again on U.S.

wide demands and reports that crops 
would not be as large as predicted. 
Robert M. Green, secretary of the Na­ 
tional 
M acaroni 
M an u factu rers 
Association, said wheat sales to foreign 
countries could drive the price of 
macaroni to 50 cents a pound or more. 
The price now is between 35 and 39 
cents a pound, he said. 
Wheat futures - contracts sold for 
delivery at a later date 
topped $5 a 
bushel on the Minneapolis Grain Ex­ 
change on Tuesday for the first time in 
history. 
Prices for iced broiler chickens were 
sharply lower, however. Analysts said 
consumer resistance to high prices 
90 cents a pound in some areas — were 
responsible for an accumulation of 
supplies and a decrease of demand. 
Meat shortage could bring healthier hearts

- T o d a y ’s 
runaway meat prices possibly can 
bring a dividend of fewer heart attacks 
and strokes, says a food expert. 
Americans generally eat too much 
fat and some meats are a m ajor source 
of it, says Mary Winston, nutritionist of 
the American Heart Association. 
A high intake of fat is considered 
harmful to the heart, she explains. 
Being overweight also taxes your 
heart. 


So, eating smaller portions of meat 
“ would be a plus factor.” So would the 
right choices of vegetables to substitute 
for the proteins contained in meat. 
During World War II, the death rate 
from coronary heart attacks went 
down in countries where once-rich diets 
were cut back in total fat and calorie 
content. 


But a wrong choice of substitutes for 
meal could be harmful, Mrs. Winston 
cautioned in an interview'. 
“ Don’t just substitute omelet for 


beefsteaks because eggs are cheaper. 
The yoke of one large egg contains 250 
milligrams of cholesterol. Our Heart 
Association recommends you try to 
take in no more than 300 milligrams a 
day, averaged out over the week.” 
An excess of cholesterol, a waxy 
material, is blamed for clogging a r­ 
teries of the heart and brain and 
producing heart attacks or strokes. 
Food prices may well have profound 
effects on American patterns of eating, 
and housewives need some guidelines 
to assure good nutrition for their 
families, says Mrs. Winston. She was 
nutrition consultant 
to 
the new 
“American Heart Association Cook­ 
book,” containing m ore than 400 
recipes from appetizers to desserts. 
For years, Americans have been 
getting some 40 per cent or more of all 
their calories from fats. Heart experts 
urge reducing it to 30 per cent, with less 
of the total fat being the “ saturated” 
type*, which hardens when left standing 
at room temperature. 
The fat around meat 
is highly 
saturated. 


Three ounces of lean beef provides 
8.4 gram s of fat and 189 calories. 
Three ounces of chicken provides 5 
grams of fat, and 150 calories. 
But th at’s for chicken without the 
skin. Eat the skin, and the three ounces 
give you 14 grams of fat, and 248 
calories, because most of the chicken 
fat lies on the inside of the skin. 
Three ounces of most fishes supply 
4.5 gram s of fat and 126 calories The 
fat in fish, is unsaturated. 
Meats, poultry and fish, eggs, skim 
and whole milk, yogurt and cottage 
cheese, a re “ co m p lete” proteins 
containing all eight proteins considered 
essential to good nutrition, plus others. 
Vegetables differ in content of the 
essential eight. Soybean contains 
seven, lacking one called methionine. 
Corn meal has that, though, so a com­ 
bination of the two foods make up a diet 
as effective as one based on meat. 
Various other combinations fill the 
protein demand, such as noodles with 
kidney beans and walnuts, grains and 
dried beans. Rice is not a “complete” 
protein. But a little m eat added to it 


wipes out the deficit, making it quite 
.sufficient. 
On other points of advice, 
Mrs. 
Winston says: 
The potato is much maligned as 
“ fattening.” But it is the butter, the 
sour cream, and other goodies that 
people put on the potato that makes it 
high in calories. 
If you are cutting back on butter 
and milk, which are good sources of 
iron and vitamin A, consider having 
beef liver once a week, because it’s 
another good source of these nutrients. 
Frozen d in n ers “ are terrible, 
nutritionally and economically.” 
An all-vegetable diet could be 
deficient in vitamin B12, ordinarily 
supplied 
from 
m eat 
and 
dairy 
products, but green leafy vegetables do 
contain it. 
To fill up, don’t go for snacks like 
|X)tato chips, cheese puffs, things that 
contribute little nutritionally. 


Many Chinese dishes are good, 
because they contain lean meat with 
vegetables that meet the protein needs.

The bombing halt which the U. S. 
Congress forced President Nixon to 
accept ended the longest aerial cam- 
l>aign in the history of warfare. The 7.4 
million tons of bombs and other ex­ 
plosives dropped on North and South 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia was 
three times the amount U. S. planes 
dropped in World War ll and IO times 
the amount in the Korean War. 
The end of the bombing removed a 
protective shield that slowed but did 
not stop the advance on Phnom Penh of 
the Khmer Rouge, who control two 
thirds of Cambodia. There was no 
indication yet whether the insurgents 
would make an allout drive to take the 
city. 
Col. Am Rong, the chief spokesman 
for the Cambodian military command, 
expressed confidence that the army 
could defend Phnom Penh without the 
support of the U.S. bombing. But his 
confidence was not shared by foreign 
observers in the city.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senators 
who were active in demanding an end 
to the U.S. combat role in Indochina ex­ 
pressed relief today that the American 
bombing of Cambodia has ended. 
“ The country can thank God that 
another 
phase 
of 
A m erican 
in­ 
volvement in the Indochina war has 
ended, hopefully the last,” said Sen. 
Harold E. Hughes, D-Iowa. 
Hughes said he hopes legislation 
passed by Congress to force an end of 
the Cambodia bombing as of midnight 
'Tuesday will be obeyed. 


But he said “ Congress and p ar­ 
ticularly the Armed Services com­ 
mittees will be alert to investigate the 
slightest hint of violations.” 


Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, D-Mo., 
sponsor of the amendment that led to 
the bombing halt and an end to all other 
U.S. combat activities in Indochina, 
said he is confident it w ill be adhered to 
by the administration. 


Eagleton said he does not believe 
there is any way the heavy bombing 
that has been carried on around Phnom 
Penh, the Cambodian capital, could be 
continued secretly.

Radioactive waste disposal 


A spokesman for the Natural 
Resources Defense Council 
m ay 
have a point when he asserts: “ It 
seems clear that the A E C is not the 
most reliable investigator of A EC 
practices.” That view has led this 
small, non-profit group of attorneys 
and scientists in northern California 
to call for an independent study of 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
rad io active waste m anagem ent 
policy and procedures. 
The A E C itself has, perhaps un­ 
wittingly. 
provided much of the 
stimulus for demanding such an 
investigation. This is found in a 
recent 
Com m ission 
report 
on 
leakage 
of 
intensely 
radioactive 
material from a storage tank at the 
Hanford Reservation in Washington 
state. Some 115,000 gallons of this 
dangerous stuff seeped out over a 
period of seven weeks, the report 
says. It blames poor training and 
inadequate supervision of workers, 
and informs us that the leak might 
have been confined to only about 


30,000 gallons — still 
an unac­ 
ceptably large amount — had the 
leak been detected earlier. 
The Natural Resources Defense 
Council spokesman, John Bryson, 
said with no small justice in com­ 
menting on these disclosures: “ The 
report stands in sharp contrast to 
continual assurances by the A EC 
that outsiders, like the public and 
other governmental agencies, need 
not 
concern 
them selves 
about 
radioactive waste because all is 
being done that needs to be done.” 
It is clear that laxity and failure to 
adopt basic safety precautions 
contributed 
to 
the 
situation 
at 
Hanford. Nor is there much con­ 
solation in the recent reassurance 
by A E C Chairman Dixy Lee R ay 
that the leaks pose no “ threat to life 
or liberty of anything else.” That 
sounds almost 
flippant, 
and 
its 
accu ra cy 
m ay 
be 
questioned. 
( ertainlythe A E C should be zealous 
in its concern to make sure that ail 
possible measures are taken to

The Department of Defense in­ 
cludes 
as 
public 
relations 
only 
providing news media with m ilitary 
activities information intended to 
foster good relations between the 
m ilitary and the public. This con­ 
veniently narrow definition enables 
the Pentagon to violate the ceiling 
set by Congress on m ilitary public 
relations. 
That ceiling is 28 million dollars 
annually — a healthy sum, one 
would think, to spend on saying nice 
things about the m ilitary establish­ 
ment. A report by the General A c­ 
counting Office says that in fact 
promotional activities “ not included 
in public a ffa irs expenditures” 
amounted to an additional 24 million 
dollars annually over the past two 


fiscal years. In short, during those 
two years the Pentagon spent 48 
m illion 
m ore 
than 
Congress 
authorized for this purpose. 
There might be some quibbling 
over certain items included in this 
total. Most of them , how ever, 
clearly fit within the public relations 
aura. Item : four m ilitary air teams 
which perform at fairs and other 
civic events for no other discernible 
purpose than to ad vertise the 
m ilitary. Item : 
civilian tours of 
m ilitary bases around the country. 
Item : 
service-related 
exhibits 
designed to extrol the glories and 
advantages of the m ilitary life. 
Item : the Defense Inform ation 
School, which trains m ilitary per­ 
sonnel as public relations experts. 


guard against the dangers of en­ 
vironmental contamination. 


There have been occasional hints 
that this is not being done. Just the 
other day, for example, the Denver 
Post revealed that hundreds of tons 
of radioactive waste are buried on 
the grounds at the Rocky Flats 
nuclear weapons plant northwest of 
Denver. A spokesman for the firm 
which operates the plant for the 
A E C 
suggested 
that 
buried 
plutonium-contaminated 
material 
“ is about as safely stored here as it 
possibly could be.” He also said (in 
the words of the Denver Post ac­ 
count) that the material “ would be 
removed as soon as the A EC an­ 
swers the questions of long-range

taminated wastes.” 


It is a question that must be 
resolved.

is not at all a bad idea. 


The GAO is very polite in its 
report:

The GAO also suggest that the 
Pentagon “ reexamine its position on 
what it includes as public relations 
costs.”

$3.3 billion. This will mean additional 
thousands of square miles of concrete 
spread over the tortured earth. 
Even so, this was not enough to 
satisfy the voracious appetite of those 
who want it all. Rep. William H. 
Harsha, of Ohio, ranking Republican 
member of the House Public Works 
Committee, demanded to know after 
the conference report became public 
that if the highway lobby is so powerful 
why it had not been around to block this 
steal from the sacred trust fund. 
Behind the highway lobby is the 
motorcar industry and the oil com­ 
panies. Here are the powers that rule 
the economy with one out of every six 
persons employed in building cars or 
keeping the wheels running. They may, 
however, have their rule challenged by 
a new broom in the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 
Hopefully, Russell E . Train, ap­ 
pointed director after the post had been 
vacant for many weeks, will put a 
brake on the motorcar, the chief 
pollutant of the atmosphere. Plans 
have been formulated for curbing the 
one-driver-one-car commuter into the 
central city from the suburbs. Train 
has proved his ability and he is said to 
have been given ample authority to 
move against the pollution rapidly 
destroying the environment. 
In calling a press conference and 
uttering 
forthright 
denials 
of 
the 
charges brought against him by the 
Baltim ore prosecutor, Agnew made a 
good beginning in his own defense. 
That he will continue to be equally 
forthright, with no evasion behind legal 
technicalities, is important both for the 
Vice President and for the public belief 
in what is left for integrity and con­ 
fidence.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
Ways and 
Means Committee, 
the 
shaper of tax. trade, Social Security, 
medicare and welfare legislation 
is 
getting a foretaste of what it may be 
like to operate without the legendary 
leadership of Chairman Wilbur I) 
Mills. 
The Arkansas Democrat who has 
headed the pivotal committee for 15 
years says he will retire at the end of 
next year unless he can find relief from 
a painful back ailment. 
Moreover, and quite apart from the 
luture of its chairman, the House's 
oldest and perhaps most powerful 
standing 
com m ittee 
is 
slowly 
changing. Like all of Congress, it is 
being pressed by public opinion; by 
subtle power shifts; by ideas brought in 
by newer members. 
Mills, seeking medical advice and 
treatm ent, left the chair some IO days 
before the congressional recess began. 
The committee was reaching the de­ 
cision stage on the complex trade 
legislation President Nixon says he 
needs 
because 
of 
international 
negotiations beginning in Tokyo in mid- 
September. 
Mills’ temporary departure at such a 
time would have been almost un­ 
thinkable earlier. He is the kind of 
strong chairman whose views come to 
the fore and prevail when the com­ 
mittee gets down to voting. Mills does 
not ignore colleagues’ opinions, but 
shapes the consensus. 
Mills’ absence left the responsibility 
for 
presiding 
and 
steering 
the 
legislation toward final agreement to 
the next-ranking Democrat, Rep. Al 
Ullman of Oregon. 
U llm an’s 
pinch-hitting 
was 
universally praised in separate in­ 
terviews with a cross section of the 
committee membership. Nevertheless, 
without Mills, the work perceptibly 
slowed down. The M ills-endorsed 
optimistic deadline of completed com­ 
mittee action on the trade bill before 
the recess, was not met. 
Committee 
members 
said 
Mills, 
whose reputation as one of the closest- 
mouthed men in Congress is well 
earned, left no instructions with 
Ullman. He did not even tell colleagues 
or key staff members where he was 
going. 
Rep. Herman T. Schneebeli, senior 
Republican member of the committee, 
commented, “Al is doing a bang-up job 
under difficulties,” a judgment echoed 
by both liberal and conservative 
Democratic members. 
At a final session before the recess,

reportedly 
agreed informally that Ullman will 
have to assume greater authority if 
Mills is unable to rejoin the deliber­ 
ations in September.

None of the other cur­ 
rent Ways and Means members ever 
knew him as a mere colleague. He was 
chairman before any won the coveted 
election to the House's No. I com­ 
mittee. 
His method of operation includes 
private negotiations with presidents, 
regardless of party, as well as other 
high executive officials and spokesmen 
for private interests in fields embraced 
by his c o m m itte e 's w ide-ranging 
jurisdiction. Shortly before leaving 
Washington he had a long personal ses­ 
sion with Nixon. 
Ullman, at 59 five years younger than 
Mills, was overshadow ed by the 
chairman as he moved up the seniority 
ladder to the position of presumptive 
successor. Until recently, he figured 
most often in the news as a spokesman 
for the economic interests of his state 
and the Northwest generally. 
Considered about as fiscally con­ 
servative as Mills, he has nevertheless 
on occasion differed with the chair­ 
man, for example, on welfare reform. 
Since last year, Ullman has been 
acquiring 
a 
growing 
national 
prominence by strong advocacy of 
basic reform of Congress’ budgetary 
function. He is co-chairman of a special 
committee which is steering legislation 
for Congress to set up its own budget 
every year and exercise central control 
over the now scattered appropriation 
and revenue raising operations. 
No matter who the chairman may be 
in the future, change has come and will 
continue to come to the Ways and 
Means Committee, which began as a 
temporary panel in 1789 and was made 
permanent in 1801. 
Reform moves ponderously in the 
House, but the direction is clear. Power 
is flowing from the committees and 
their ch airm en - who have 
been 
compared to feudal barons—to the 
party leaders and the caucuses com­ 
posed of all members. The trend is 
especially significant for Democrats, 
who as the majority party control the 
committees and name the chairmen. 
The caucus now has an opportunity to 
vote individually on each chairman—a 
potential threat to the once-secure se­ 
niority system. 
The closed rule has been a frequently 
used tool in the Ways and Means kit. 
Granted routinely in the past by the 
Rules Committee to all tax and similar 
m easures, it m eans sim ply that 
members at large have no opportunity 
to offer amendments when the bill 
comes to the floor. They must vote it up 


or down in the form presented by the 
committee. 
But the Rules Committee— now, 
incidentally, more closely tied to the 
House leadership than it has been in a 
generation- has let it be known it will 
no longer automatically grant this 
complete protection to bills produced 
by Ways and Means. Even if the 
com m ittee w ere willing, 
a 
new 
Democratic rule provides that if 50 
members of the caucus insist on an 
opportunity to offer amendments, the 
Democratic majority of the Rules 
Committee must accede. The rule has 
been hailed by members who long 
complained that tax policy was shaped, 
not by all the members of the House, 
but by the 25 who make up the Ways 
and Means Committee. 
The likelihood that the committee 
would not be able to obtain a com­ 
pletely closed rule on the highly con­ 
troversial trade legislation 
is one 
reason why Ways and Means has 
moved slowly and cautiously in shap­ 
ing the bill. 


A new House rule provides that all 
com m ittee sessions, including the 
“ m ark up” 
sessions 
where 
the 
decisions are made, must be open to 
press and public unless the committee 
votes on the record to close them. Mills 
moved for closed mark-up sessions. 
The committee sustained him—but 
with a surprising IO negative votes. 
Even so. Ways and Means, like other 
committees, now must make public 
after executive sessions the roll calls 
by which decisions were arrived at. 
The committee has long had an 
arrangement, useful to a chairman 
w ho needs to keep members in line, for 
handling minor tax measures that 
often affect only a few firms—some­ 
times a single one in a particular 
congressional 
d istrict. 
These 
“members’ bills" would be briefly and 
informally discussed in closed session; 
approved 
by 
the 
committee, 
and 
brought up on the floor with minimum 
debate for passage by unanimous 
consent. After outside organizations as 
well as some Congress members began

Emergency procedures 
explained to Rotarians 


A worthwhile program dealing with 
emergency medical procedures was 
presented at the regular meeting of the 
Washington (MI Rotary Club Tuesday 
afternoon in the Country Club. 
David 
Gerstner. 
a 
form er 
Washington CII. 
resident, 
now a 
training officer with the Miami Valley 
Ambulance Service, Dayton, explained 
emergency medical procedures above 
the normal first aid care. 
Gerstner also showed a film provided 
by the American Heart Association 
which was primarily concerned with 
mouthtomouth resuscitation and the 
techniques in adm inistering 
the 
emergency treatment 
Tile film pointed out the different 
steps 
in 
giving 
mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and closed with a couple 
of very dramatic examples such as 
children choking and adults !>eing 
stricken with heart attacks. 
Following the film, Gerstner pointed 
out that suffocation is one of the leading 
causes of death for young children and 
that over 600,000 adults die each year 
from heart attacks. 
Gerstner stressed that 
the time 
element is of the upmost importance 
since the human brain cannot survive 
more than three to five minutes w ithout 
oxygen 
He said the techniques are relatively 
simple and he is hopeful that more 
persons will become involved in 
learning the procedures in case an 
opportunity ever arose where they had 
the chance to save someone’s live. 
Gerstner has conducted a number of 
classes for firemen, police and sheriff ’s 
deputies in the Washington C II. area 
dealing with em ergency m edical 
procedures and techniques. 
The business meeting was conducted 
by Rotary president Phil Grover, and

BALTIMORE (AP) — The Baltimore 
Colts have stripped Johnny Unitas of 
his player’s uniform, but they may 
have a more difficult time throwing off 
his court suit. 


The 40-year-old quarterback, ben­ 
ched last October and then traded to 
San Diego after the 1972 season, has 
sued the National Football League club 
for $725,000 on charges of malicious 
breach of contract. 


The suit, filed Tuesday in Baltimore 
Superior Court, involves both com­ 
pensating and punitive dam ages. 
Lewis A. Noonberg, one of Unitas’ 
attorneys, said there was no attem pt to 
have NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle 
arbitrate.

Nixon's W atergate speech set tonight

WASHINGTON (AP) — President

Watergate case to the American people 
tonight with a television address about 
the scandal that has marred his 
presidency. 
The chief executive worked at his 
Camp David retreat today on the final 
version of the 9 p.m. EDT speech and 
on a more detailed written statement to 
be released at the same time. 
The half-hour address from the Oval 
Office will be carried live by all 
national radio and television networks. 
The speech and statement comprise 
Nixon’s first comprehensive response 
since May 22 
to 
the stream 
of 
allegations flowing from what ranks as 
one of the greatest political scandals in 
the nation’s history. 
Confronted by opinion polls showing 
public confidence in his administration 
and him personally at all time lows, the 
President will seek in the television 


address to rally public support for his 
second term foreign and domestic 
goals. 
White House officials, who contend 
the American people are “ready to turn 
the corner” on W atergate, said 
tonight’s response will be followed in 
the days ahead 
by other 
public 
speeches and news conferences. 
The first will come on Monday in 
New Orleans, where the President is to 
address the Veterans of Foreign WTars 
national convention. Next will come a 
news conference in California, where 
Nixon is to spend the last two weeks of 
the month. 
While most of his aides declined to 
discuss specifics of tonight’s speech, 
they indicated the President would 
deny advance knowledge of the 
bugging of Democratic National Head­ 
quarters and of the subsequent cover­ 
up. while candidly conceding he should 
have paid more heed to allegations that 


White House and re-election committee 
officials were involved. 
The President reportedly was ready 
to place a large share of the blame on 
fired White House counsel John W. 
Dean III. Until the early months of this 


year, Nixon sought to cope with the 
spreading allegations of scandal by, 
citing an investigation he said Dean 
conducted show ing no W'hite House in­ 
volvement. 
Dean, who said he never made the 


investigation Nixon cited, was a 
principal witness in the televised 
Senate Watergate committee hearings. 
In addition to the bugging and cover­ 
up. Nixon is reported ready to respond 
to other spinoff questions—such as the

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Grants 
totalling $57,471 have been awarded to 
the Ohio Department of Health to 
implement a program to provide water 
fluoridation equipment to Appalachian 
communities, it was announced today. 
Dr. John W. Cashman, director of the 
health department, said the goal is to 
provide the necessary equipment to 
provide fluoride for 29 water supplies, 
serving 100,000 persons. 
The purpose is to attack the problem 
of dental decay among children in 
Appalachian Ohio. 
He said a survey showed 87 per cent 
of the second graders in the region had 
dental problems, compared with 41 per 
cent in cities with fluoridated water 
supplies.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Saying “I 
have nothing to hide,” Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew has offered federal 
prosecutors access to his personal 
records in a probe of kickbacks and po­ 
litical corruption in Maryland. 
Agnew carefully made a distinction 
between his personal papers and the 
official records of the vice president, 
apparently to avoid comparisons be­ 
tween his decision and President 
Nixon’s refusal to turn over White 
House documents to prosecutors in the 
Watergate affair. 
“You understand that, by making 
these records available to you, I do not 
acknowledge that you or any grand 
jury have any right to records of the 
vice president,” Agnew said in a letter 
Tuesday to U.S. Atty. George Beall in 
Baltimore. 
“Nor do I acknowledge the propriety 
of any grand jury investigation of 
possible wrongdoing on the part of the 
vice president so long as he occupies 
that office. These are difficult con­ 
stitutional questions which need not at 
this moment be confronted.” 
Agnew also said he would be happy to 
meet with the prosecutors to answer 
any questions. His records, while they 
would be made available for in­ 


spection, were not to be removed from 
his office, he said. 
The vice president said his staff has 
been instructed to give Beall and his 
assistants the fullest cooperation and, 
if necessary, to make copies of any of 
the records. He said these copies can be 
compared with the originals to verify 
their accuracy. 
There was no indication when agents 
from Beall’s office would arrive to 
examine the records. 
Beall asked Agnew last week to 
voluntarily turn over his financial and 
tax records dating back to 1967 for 
examination in connection with a 
federal grand jury investigation of 
possible violations of tax, bribery, ex­ 
tortion and conspiracy laws. 
Testimony related to Agnew in the 
investigation is expected to be 
presented to the grand jury later this 
week or early next week.

On 
Tuesday, it was only about five feet 
long. Filling up the rest of the space 
were cheeses, pickles, seafood and 
salads. 
Wheat prices rose again on U.S. 
markets Tuesday, spurred by world­ 
wide demands and reports that crops 
would not be as large as predicted.

Meat shortage could bring healthier hearts

NEW YORK (AP) — Today’s 
runaway meat prices possibly can 
bring a dividend of fewer heart attacks 
and strokes, says a food expert. 
Americans generally eat too much 
fat and some meats are a major source 
of it, says Mary Winston, nutritionist of 
the American Heart Association. 
A high intake of fat is considered 
harmful to the heart, she explains. 
Being overweight also taxes your 
heart. 
So, eating smaller portions of meat 
“would be a plus factor.” So would the 
right choices of vegetables to substitute 
for the proteins contained in meat. 
During World War II, the death rate 
from coronary heart attacks went 
down in countries where once-rich diets 
were cut back in total fat and calorie 
content. 


But a wrong choice of substitutes for 
meal could be harmful, Mrs. Winston 
cautioned in an interview. 
“Don’t just substitute omelet for 


beefsteaks because eggs are cheaper. 
The yoke of one large egg contains 250 
milligrams of cholesterol. Our Heart 
Association recommends you try to 
take in no more than 300 milligrams a 
day, averaged out over the week.” 
An excess of cholesterol, a waxy 
material, is blamed for clogging ar­ 
teries of the heart and brain and 
producing heart attacks or strokes. 
Food prices may well have profound 
effects on American patterns of eating, 
and housewives need some guidelines 
to assure good nutrition for their 
families, says Mrs. Winston. She was 
nutrition consultant to the new 
“American Heart Association Cook­ 
book,” containing more than 400 
recipes from appetizers to desserts. 
For years, Americans have been 
getting some 40 per cent or more of all 
their calories from fats. Heart experts 
urge reducing it to 30 per cent, with less 
of the total fat being the “saturated” 
type, which hardens when left standing 
at room temperature. 
The fat around meat 
is highly 
saturated. 


I hree ounces of lean beef provides 
8.4 grams of fat and 189 calories. 
Three ounces of chicken provides 5 
grams of fat, and 150 calories. 
But that’s for chicken without the 
skin. Eat the skin, and the three ounces 
give you 14 grams of fat, and 248 
calories, because most of the chicken 
fat lies on the inside of the skin. 
Three ounces of most fishes supply 
4.5 grams of fat and 126 calories. The 
fat in fish. is unsaturated. 
Meats, poultry and fish, eggs, skim 
and whole milk, yogurt and cottage 
cheese, are “ com plete” proteins 
containing all eight proteins considered 
essential to good nutrition, plus others. 
Vegetables differ in content of the 
essential eight. Soybean contains 
seven, lacking one called methionine. 
Corn mea! has that, though, so a com­ 
bination of the two foods make up a diet 
as effective as one based on meat. 
Various other combinations fill the 
protein demand, such as noodles with 
kidney beans and walnuts, grains and 
dr ied beans. Rice is not a “complete” 
protein. But a little meat added to it 


wipes out the deficit, making it quite 
sufficient. 
On other points of advice, Mrs. 
Winston says: 
- The potato is much maligned as 
“fattening.” But it is the butter, the 
sour cream, and other goodies that 
people put on the potato that makes it 
high in calories. 
- If you are cutting back on butter 
and milk, which are good sources of 
iron and vitamin A, consider having 
beef liver once a week, because it’s 
another good source of these nutrients. 
- Frozen dinners “ are terrible, 
nutritionally and economically.” 
- An all-vegetable diet could be 
deficient in vitamin B12, ordinarily 
supplied 
from 
meat 
and 
dairy 
products, but green leafy vegetables do 
contain it. 
To fill up, don’t go for snacks like 
(X)tato chips, cheese puffs, things that 
contribute little nutritionally. 
Many Chinese dishes are good, 
because they contain lean meat with 
vegetables that meet the protein needs.

U, N. deadlocks 
over sanctions 
against Israel 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
The U.N. 
Security Council was 
deadlocked today over Egyptian and 
Soviet demands for sanctions against 
Israel for forcing down an Arab 
airliner last week. 


All council members' including the 
United States, Israel’s chief backer, 
were ready to support a resolution con­ 
demning the Israeli action. But thp 
United States was believed likely to 
veto anything stronger than censure.

Tuesday he saw “red flags” in some of 
the proposals during continuing nego­ 
tiations outside the council chamber.

Radioactive waste disposal 


A spokesman for the Natural 
Resources Defense Council may 
have a point when he asserts: “It 
seems clear that the AEC is not the 
most reliable investigator of AEC 
practices.” That view has led this 
small, non-profit group of attorneys 
and scientists in northern California 
to call for an independent study of 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
radioactive waste management 
policy and procedures. 
The AEC itself has, perhaps un­ 
wittingly, provided much of the 
stimulus for demanding such an 
investigation. This is found in a 
recent Commission report on 
leakage of intensely radioactive 
material from a storage tank at the 
Hanford Reservation in Washington 
state. Some 115,000 gallons of this 
dangerous stuff seeped out over a 
period of seven weeks, the report 
says. It blames poor training and 
inadequate supervision of workers, 
and informs us that the leak might 
have been confined to only about 


30,000 gallons — still an unac­ 
ceptably large amount — had the 
leak been detected earlier. 
The Natural Resources Defense 
Council spokesman, John Bryson, 
said with no small justice in com­ 
menting on these disclosures: “The 
report stands in sharp contrast to 
continual assurances by the AEC 
that outsiders, like the public and 
other governmental agencies, need 
not concern themselves about 
radioactive waste because all is 
being done that needs to be done.” 
It is clear that laxity and failure to 
adopt basic safety precautions 
contributed to the situation at 
Hanford. Nor is there much con­ 
solation in the recent reassurance 
by AEC Chairman Dixy Lee Ray 
that the leaks pose no “threat to life 
or liberty of anything else.” That 
sounds almost flippant, and its 
accuracy may be questioned. 
Certainlythe AEC should be zealous 
in its concern to make sure that all 
possible measures are taken to 
Military ‘PR’ spending 


The Department of Defense in­ 
cludes as public relations only 
providing news media with military 
activities information intended to 
foster good relations between the 
military and the public. This con­ 
veniently narrow definition enables 
the Pentagon to violate the ceiling 
set by Congress on military public 
relations. 
That ceiling is 28 million dollars 
annually — a healthy sum, one 
would think, to spend on saying nice 
things about the military establish­ 
ment. A report by the General Ac­ 
counting Office says that in fact 
promotional activities “not included 
in public affairs expenditures” 
amounted to an additional 24 million 
dollars annually over the past two 


fiscal years. In short, during those 
two years the Pentagon spent 48 
million 
more 
than 
Congress 
authorized for this purpose. 
There might be some quibbling 
over certain items included in this 
total. Most of them, however, 
clearly fit within the public relations 
aura. Item: four military air teams 
which perform at fairs and other 
civic events for no other discernible 
purpose than to advertise the 
military. Item: civilian tours of 
military bases around the country. 
Item: 
service-related exhibits 
designed to extrol the glories and 
advantages of the military life. 
Item: the Defense Information 
School, which trains military per­ 
sonnel as public relations experts. 


guard against the dangers of en­ 
vironmental contamination. 
There have been occasional hints 
that this is not being done. Just the 
other day, for example, the Denver 
Post revealed that hundreds of tons 
of radioactive waste are buried on 
the grounds at the Rocky Flats 
nuclear weapons plant northwest of 
Denver. A spokesman for the firm 
which operates the plant for the 
AEC 
suggested 
that 
buried 
plutonium-contaminated 
material 
“is about as safely stored here as it 
possibly could be.” He also said (in 
the words of the Denver Post ac­ 
count) that the material “would be 
removed as soon as the AEC an­ 
swers the questions of long-range 
disposal of radioactively con­ 
taminated wastes.” 
It is a question that must be 
resolved. 
Meanwhile, 
an 
in­ 
dependent study by some govern­ 
mental agency other than the AEC 
is not at all a bad idea. 


The GAO is very polite in its 
report: it says blandly that the 
Defense Department “has been too 
conservative in defining its public 
affairs activities for purposes of 
reporting.” Translation: A lot of 
pertinent activities have not been 
included. 
The GAO also suggest that the 
Pentagon “reexamine its position on 
what it includes as public relations 
costs.” That is a suggestion in which 
we concur. 
When Congress establishes a 28- 
million-dollar public 
relations 
spending ceiling and the Pentagon 
spends almost that much again on

It was in this cloSed-door 
struggle that the highway lobbyists and 
their Congressional allies made a last- 
ditch stand. 
Waiting on the sidelines, asking like 
Oliver Twist for just a little bit more, 
were the advocates of help for mass 
transit, the starving poor relative of 
the highway builders. What finally 
came out was more than what at one 
time seemed possible. 
Out of the Highway Trust Fund, 
broken for the first time, there will be 
$200 million for bus purchases 
beginning in January. In fiscal 1976 
mass transit will get $800 million not 
restricted to any form of tran­ 
sportation. A few Senators from big- 
city states held out against the highway 
bulldozers. 
But the triumph for mass transit 
pales alongside what the highway 
contractors walked away with. The 
total for interstate roads was $8.6 
billion over three years and for

primary and secondary roads it was 
$3.3 billion. This will mean additional 
thousands of square miles of concrete 
spread over the tortured earth. 
Even so, this was not enough to 
satisfy the voracious appetite of those 
who want it all. Rep. William H. 
Harsha, of Ohio, ranking Republican 
member of the House Public Works 
Committee, demanded to know after 
the conference report became public 
that if the highway lobby is so powerful 
why it had not been around to block this 
steal from the sacred trust fund. 
Behind the highway lobby is the 
motorcar industry and the oil com­ 
panies. Here are the powers that rule 
the economy with one out of every six 
persons employed in building cars or 
keeping the wheels running. They may, 
however, have their rule challenged by 
a new broom in the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 
Hopefully, Russell E. Train, ap­ 
pointed director after the post had been 
vacant for many weeks, will put a 
brake on the motorcar, the chief 
pollutant of the atmosphere. Plans 
have been formulated for curbing the 
one-driver-one-car commuter into the 
central city from the suburbs. Train 
has proved his ability and he is said to 
have been given ample authority to 
move against the pollution rapidly 
destroying the environment. 
In calling a press conference and 
uttering forthright denials of the 
charges brought against him by the 
Baltimore prosecutor, Agnew made a 
good beginning in his own defense. 
That he will continue to be equally 
forthright, with no evasion behind legal 
technicalities, is important both for the 
Vice President and for the public belief 
in what is left for integrity and con­ 
fidence. 
For Agnew, however, there is a 
larger 
opportunity. 
Given 
his 
knowledge 
of

contribution system he could, when the 
dust of his own alleged involvement 
has cleared away, call for drastic 
reforms. That he will do so is highly 
improbable.

For some unexplained reason, in 
human beings a firm band of tendonous 
tissue is present between the middle 
finger and the ring finger.

one area. 
“ The legislature has to deal with 
hundreds of matters during a session. 
The task force can focus on one area 
extensively, which the legislature 
cannot do.” 
The governor has been extremely 
pleased with his task forces. He has 
said about 75 per cent of their 
recommendations have been im­ 
plemented administratively or by the 
legislature. 
Gilligan s first task force on tax 
reform, announced shortly after his 
election in November 1971, has been 
considered one of the biggest suc­ 
cesses, Cecile said. 
The 34-member panel broke the early 
ground for enacting personal and 
corporate income taxes. The 109th 
General Assembly eventually ap­ 
proved the taxes after a lengthy battle. 
Other task forces recommended 
creation 
of 
the 
Environmental 
Protection Agency, Departments of 
Transportation, 
Corrections 
and 
Mental Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation. The legislature approved all of 
them. 
“Basically, the task force can draw 
on people not necessarily involved in 
state government and use their ex­ 
pertise in various fields and their ex­ 
perience as citizens living on a day-to- 
day basis,” Cecile said. “ They can put 
their ideas together and come up with 
some consensus on what needs to be 
done. 
“Sometimes in state government, 
people have a tendency to lose per­ 
spective and lose touch with what’s 
going on.” 
Costs of the task forces range from 
about $300 a year for the Governor’s 
Drug Abuse Council to $600,000 for the 
Local Government Services Com­ 
mission. The latter has been funded by 
four private foundations plus $100,000 
from the state.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
Ways and Means Committee, the 
shaper of tax, trade. Social Security 
medicare and welfare legislation, is 
getting a foretaste of what it may be 
like to operate without the legendary 
leadership of Chairman Wilbur D 
Mills. 
The Arkansas Democrat who has 
headed the pivotal committee for 15 
years says he will retire at the end of 
next year unless he can find relief from 
a painful back ailment. 
Moreover, and quite apart from the 
future of its chairman, the House’s 
oldest and perhaps most powerful 
standing 
committee 
is 
slowly 
changing. Like all of Congress, it is 
being pressed by public opinion; by 
subtle power shifts; by ideas brought in 
by newer members. 
Mills, seeking medical advice and 
treatment, left the chair some IO days 
before the congressional recess began. 
The committee was reaching the de­ 
cision stage on the complex trade 
legislation President Nixon says he 
needs 
because 
of 
international 
negotiations beginning in Tokyo in mid- 
September. 
Mills’ temporary departure at such a 
time would have been almost un­ 
thinkable earlier. He is the kind of 
strong chairman whose views come to 
the fore and prevail when the com­ 
mittee gets down to voting. Mills does 
not ignore colleagues’ opinions, but 
shapes the consensus. 
Mills’ absence left the responsibility 
for presiding 
and steering 
the 
legislation toward final agreement to 
the next-ranking Democrat, Rep. Al 
Ullman of Oregon. 
Ullm an’s 
pinch-hitting 
was 
universally praised in separate in­ 
terviews with a cross-section of the 
committee membership. Nevertheless, 
without Mills, the work perceptibly 
slowed down. The Mills-endorsed 
optimistic deadline of completed com­ 
mittee action on the trade bill before 
the recess, was not met. 
Committee members 
said Mills, 
whose reputation as one of the closest- 
mouthed men in Congress is well 
earned, left no instructions with 
Ullman. He did not even tell colleagues 
or key staff members where he was 
going. 
Rep. Herman T. Schneebeli, senior 
Republican member of the committee, 
commented, “ Al is doing a bang-up job 
under difficulties,” a judgment echoed 
by both liberal and conservative 
Democratic members. 
At a final session before the recess, 
committee 
members 
reportedly 
agreed informally that Ullman will 
have to assume greater authority if 
Mills is unable to rejoin the deliber­ 
ations in September. 


House Ways, Means Committee is slowly changing 


I MTT* V U 
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Ullman himself, while staying away 
from any criticism of the chairman, 
told a reporter there will have to be a 
firm schedule and a push to get the bill 
to the House before Oct. I. 
Mills' seniority and influence—the 
two are closely linked in the House— 
are formidable. None of the other cur­ 
rent Ways and Means members ever 
knew him as a mere colleague. He was 
chairman before any won the coveted 
election to the House’s No. I com­ 
mittee. 
His method of operation includes 
private negotiations with presidents, 
regardless of party, as well as other 
high executive officials and spokesmen 
for private interests in fields embraced 
by his committee’s wide-ranging 
jurisdiction. Shortly before leaving 
Washington he had a long personal ses­ 
sion with Nixon. 
Ullman, at 59 five years younger than 
Mills, was overshadowed by the 
chairman as he moved up the seniority 
ladder to the position of presumptive 
successor. Until recently, he figured 
most often in the news as a spokesman 
for the economic interests of his state 
and the Northwest generally. 
Considered about as fiscally con­ 
servative as Mills, he has nevertheless 
on occasion differed with the chair­ 
man, for example, on welfare reform. 
Since last year, Ullman has been 
acquiring 
a 
growing 
national 
prominence by strong advocacy of 
basic reform of Congress’ budgetary 
function. He is co-chairman of a special 
committee which is steering legislation 
for Congress to set up its own budget 
every year and exercise central control 
over the now scattered appropriation 
and revenue raising operations. 
No matter who the chairman may be 
in the future, change has come and will 
continue to come to the Ways and 
Means Committee, which began as a 
temporary panel in 1789 and was made 
permanent in 1801. 
Reform moves ponderously in the 
House, but the direction is clear. Power 
is flowing from the committees and 
their chairmen—who have been 
compared to feudal barons—to the 
party leaders and the caucuses com­ 
posed of all members. The trend is 
especially significant for Democrats, 
who as the majority party control the 
committees and name the chairmen. 
The caucus now has an opportunity to 
vote individually on each chairman—a 
potential threat to the once-secure se­ 
niority system. 
The closed rule has been a frequently 
used tool in the Ways and Means kit. 
Granted routinely in the past by the 
Rules Committee to all tax and similar 
measures, it means simply that 
members at large have no opportunity 
to offer amendments when the bill 
comes to the floor. They must vote it up 


or down in the form presented by the 
committee. 
But the Rules Committee— now, 
incidentally, more closely tied to the 
House leadership than it has been in a 
generation—has let it be known it will 
no longer automatically grant this 
complete protection to bills produced 
by Ways and Means. Even if the 
committee were willing, a new 
Democratic rule provides that if 50 
members of the caucus insist on an 
opportunity to offer amendments, the 
Democratic majority of the Rules 
Committee must accede. The rule has 
been hailed by members who long 
complained that tax policy was shaped, 
not by all the members of the House, 
but by the 25 who make up the Ways 
and Means Committee. 
The likelihood that the committee 
would not be able to obtain a com­ 
pletely closed rule on the highly con­ 
troversial trade legislation is one 
reason why Ways and Means has 
moved slowly and cautiously in shap­ 
ing the bill. 


A new House rule provides that all 
committee sessions, including the 
“ mark-up” 
sessions 
where 
the 
decisions are made, must be open to 
press and public unless the committee 
votes on the record to close them. Mills 
moved for closed mark-up sessions. 
The committee sustained him—but 
with a surprising IO negative votes. 
Even so, Ways and Means, like other 
committees, now must make public 
after executive sessions the roll calls 
by which decisions were arrived at. 
The committee has long had an 
arrangement, useful to a chairman 
who needs to keep members in line, for 
handling minor tax measures that 
often affect only a few firms—some­ 
times a single one in a particular 
congressional 
district. 
These 
“ members’ bills” would be briefly and 
informally discussed in closed session; 
approved by the committee, and 
brought up on the floor with minimum 
debate for passage by unanimous 
consent. After outside organizations as 
well as some Congress members began

analyzing and publicizing the revenue 
effects and the narrow application of 
some members’ bills, objections on the 


floor cropped up last year. Since then, 
the committee has been noticeably 
more circumspect in offering them.

WASHINGTON (AP) — High export 
demand and lowered forecasts on this 
season's wheat crop size are two main 
reasons given for soaring wheat prices 
on the commodities and cash markets. 
The supply situation has its origins in 
the just-concluded wheat marketing 
year. 
Last year, with a bumper crop, ex­ 
porters sold record amounts — 1.185 
billion bushels — after a decade of 
annual totals in the neighborhood of 750 
million bushels. Last year's total in­ 
cluded the 440 million bushels sold to 
Russia. 
When the current marketing year 
started, as a consequence, carryover 
reserves, at 428 million bushels, were 
50 per cent below their level on July I, 
1972, a week before the U.S.-Soviet 
grain pact was announced. 
By July 13 of this year, perhaps 947 
million bushels had been committed 
already for export, shippers said, 
although the governm ent says a 
quarter of that may be duplicate re­ 
porting. In any case, of the total, 16 per 
cent had been sold to Russia, 12 per 
cent to the People's republic of China, 8 
per cent to Japan and ll per cent to the 
Common Market. 
But, as the Agriculture Department’s 
Economic Research Service notes in its 
latest wheat-situation report, last sea­ 
son's quick turnabouts in world supply

- Devaluation of the dollar began to 
have an effect. 
- The government had a particularly 
heavy sale of reserves in March. 
- The aura of famine again surfaced. 
Questions arose about world agri­ 
culture's capability to meet the needs. 


Late in the season, foreign buyers 
bought 750 million bushels of the 
coming crop, sparking an upturn in 
prices.

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Emergency procedures 
explained to Rotarians 


A worthwhile program dealing with 
emergency medical procedures was 
presented at the regular meeting of the 
Washington C H. Rotary Club Tuesday 
afternoon in the Country Club. 
David 
G erstner. 
a 
former 
Washington C.H. resident, 
now a 
training officer with the Miami Valley 
Ambulance Service. Dayton, explained 
emergency medical procedures above 
the normal first aid care. 
Gerstner also showed a film provided 
by the American Heart Association 
which was primarily concerned with 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation and the 
techniques in adm inistering 
the 
emergency treatment. 
The film pointed out the different 
steps in 
giving 
m outhtom outh 
resuscitation and closed with a couple 
of very dramatic examples such as 
children choking and adults being 
stricken with heart attacks. 
Following the film, Gerstner pointed 
out that suffocation is one of the leading 
causes of death for young children and 
that over 600,000 adults die each year 
from heart attacks. 
Gerstner stressed that the time 
element is of the upmost importance 
since the human brain cannot survive 
more than three to five minutes without 
oxygen. 
He said the techniques are relatively 
simple and he is hopeful that more 
persons will become involved in 
learning the procedures in case an 
opportunity ever arose where they had 
the chance to save someone's live. 
Gerstner has conducted a number of 
classes for firemen, police and sheriff’s 
deputies in the Washington C.H. area 
dealing with emergency medical 
procedures and techniques. 
The business meeting was conducted 
by Rotary president Phil Grover, and

Pregnancy not 
valid to deny 
jobless pay 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P)-U . S. 
District Judge Robert Krupansky has 
ruled that women who have been fired 
solely because they became pregnant 
cannot be denied unemployment 
compensation. 
William Papier, director of resarch 
of the Ohio Bureau of Employment 
Services, says the Tuesday decision 
will cost the state at least $300,000 a 
year. 
Unemployment benefits have been 
denied employes discharged because of 
pregnancy. Judge Krupansky's order 
is retroactive to Oct. 22, 1972. 
That is the day Edythe Lasko, the 
Fairview Park woman who challenged 
the denial, would have been eligible for 
benefits. 
Mrs. 
Lasko, 
24, 
a 
secretary- 
reeeptionist, was discharged in Oc­ 
tober about two weeks after she told 
her supervisor she was four months 
pregnant. 
She filed a class action suit in 
December against the Bureau of 
Employment Services on behalf of all 
women fired because of pregnancy but 
still able to work. The suit was handled 
by the Women’s Law Fund, which 
asked for a three-judge panel to 
declare the pregnancy section of the 
Unemployment Compensation Act 
unconstitutional. 
U. S. Appellate Judge Paul C. Weick, 
Senior U. S. District Judge Girard 
Kalbfleisch and Krupansky decided 
that the law itself was 
not un­ 
constitutional but that the state had 
applied it in an unconstitutional way. 
They ruled in an order filed Tuesday 
that the case for damages would be 
properly handled by one judge.

Exercising his customary good 
judgment, Eisenberg concluded that 
West was far more likely to have four 
hearts and the lone ace of clubs at this 
point than three hearts and the ace and 
another club. 
Accordingly, Eisenberg cashed the 
ace of hearts, continued with a low 
heart to the queen, and returned a club. 
When East put up the ten, South backed 
his judgment by playing the nine on it 
and in that way brought home the 
vulnerable small slam.

news 
show — two hours, from 5 to 7 p.m. But 
KMEX-TV now owns the title — its 
news show runs 8>2 hours. 
That’s right, 8V2 hours. It starts at 
6:30 a m. and ends at 3 p.m. Four 
anchormen keep things going, each 
doing two hours on the air in a visual 
version of all-news radio with live, film 
and videotape offerings.

KNBC, 
KM EX 
is in 
Los 
Angeles, a good television town where 
innovations seem to occur two or three 
years before New York gets wind of 
them and orders duplicates made. 


KM EX, a UHF station whose viewing 
audience prim arily 
is 
Mexican- 
American, began its all-news effort six 
weeks ago, according to Danny 
Villanueva, the station’s vice president 
and general manager. 
Prior to that, the station didn’t go on 
the air until 3:30 p.m., he said. 
Villanueva said the marathon news 
program initially began with a heavy 
emphasis on stock market reports, 
aiming at the business community. 
But Rene Anselmo, president of 
K M EX ’s parent company, the New 
York-based Spanish International 
Network, preferred more of a news ap­ 


proach. Changes were made a week 
after the show began, Villanueva said. 
He says it now has a magazine-type 
format, with IO minutes of hard news 
each half hour as well as features and 
reports on a variety of topics — leisure, 
business, education, aerospace and 
consumer news. 
The show also has stock market 
updates, weather and sports reports. 
Three of 
the 
last 
are 
done 
by 
Villanueva, a former weekend sport­ 
scaster on KNBC-TV and a field goal 
specialist for the Los Angeles Rams 
and Dallas Cowboys before television 
beckoned. 
“ I tell you, you’ve never seen people 
work so hard,” he said of his 20- 
member news staff. “ But they’ve been 
just like troupers. They sense that 
we’re doing something that’s never 
been 
done 
before, 
that 
we’re 
revolutionizing our industry.” 
How s the sponsorship picture? 
“ It’s coming around,” he said. “ But 
it’s been rough. The first big company 
to really say, ‘We support the fact 
you’re doing something different in this 
stagnant 
industry’

“ I ll tell you, we are hurting. The 
financial drain is just incredible. We’re 
hanging on, but it’s cost $200,000 so 
far.”

The Kentucky Fire M arshal’s office 
lias been asked to investigate the $2.5 
million blaze. The cause was not 
determined. 
Firemen in suburban Fort Wright 
continued to pour water on burning 
embers today after four area depart­ 
ments fought the blaze unsuccessfully. 
Only one lirem an w as injured 
slightly. All equipment was moved 
across the Dixie Highway before the 
m assive 
threestory 
front 
wall 
collapsed into the street. 
The entertainment palace was un­ 
dergoing renovation by its new owners, 
Ohio Real Estate Investment Corp. 
They planned to reopen it in Sep­ 
tember as a plush restaurant that 
catered 
to 
parties. 
Plush 
en­ 
tertainment was to be abolished. 
The Lookout House, since 1962, was 
the flagship of “Gormet Strip” on the 
Dixie Highway just south of Covington. 
One by one. the restaurants closed as 
Cincinnatians began buying liquor on 
Sunday in their own state. 
The nearby White Horse Tavern 
burned to the ground Feb. 17, 1972 at a 
loss of $300,000. The cause was never 
determined. 
The Lookout House determined its 
name from its location, first owned by 
a German locksmith in 1886 who built 
the first part of the building. It was 
considered the highest point in Kenton 
County. 
The Lookout House opened as a big 
time gambling house in 1933 owned by 
the late Jam es H. Brink, who later told 


the Kelauver Crime Investigating 
Committee he earned the money for it 
•with a little bootlegging.” 
Brink, reputed gambling boss of 
Northern Kentucky in the 1930s, 1940s 
and 1950s, was killed mysteriously in 
1952. His private plane blew up over an 
airport near Atlanta, Ga. Police found 
$24,000 in cash in bundles of $100 bills in 
the plane.
